MUTUAL LIFE INSURANCE CO.
, FIRST INVESTIGATION

Completed by Superintendent Hotch-kis- s
What the, Examiner Finds.

New York, April 17. The first
of the Mutual Llfn Insur-

ance company undertaken. by the state
insurance department slnre GovernorHughes uncovered the scandals of
105, has been completed by Super-
intendent Hotchklss and it is stated
that the report "on the whole is com-
plimentary to the company. The ex-
aminers find that tho company has
complied, in the main, with the Inirur-ah- es

law ss amended by the Arm-
strong committee."

The following facts were brought
out by the examination:

(1) Th efforts of the new man-
agement to recover $3,000,000 from the
late President Richard A. McCurdy
and his associates of the old manage-
ment, resulted In a net outgo to the
McCurdys of $217,349 more than thecompany received from them.

(2) Since the Armstrong law went
Into effect the mutual expenses of
maintenance and administration have
dropped from $15,720,901 in 1904, the
year previous to the Armstrong inves-
tigation, to $7,451. 1S6 In 1908. while
the volume of business remained about
the same.

(3) Aa late as 1906, agents of- the
company were still active campaign-
ers In the. Interests of directors seek-
ing although the report
does not charge that this was done at
the Instigation of the directors them-
selves, or with their connivance. For
these electioneering services, agents of
the company received In 1906 $168,251
of th policyholders' moneys.

(4) So late as 1908 payments to
agenta aggregating $354,144. which do
not appear on the books of the com-
pany as bonuses for getting new bus-
iness, but are nevertheless believed by
the department to be such, paid !n vio-
lation of the Armstrong law, were
traced to the Boston office.

The returns to policyholders have
been increased corrsitpondingly. The
dividends paid In 1904 amounted to
$2,674,206 and In 1908 to $8,311,256. -

- Ths report explains, however, that
one reason for this significant In
creese lies in the fact that many de
ferred dividend policies matured in
the years 1907-0- 8. '
